The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
of record is USPN 3,922,435 to Asnes. Asnes provides teaching a laminate structure in this 
order: backing substrate/release layer/printed lacquer/design print/adhesive overprint/substrate. 
However, there is no motivation to combine the references and the references alone fail to teach 
the claimed invention. The novel feature of the instant application is the structure of the transfer 
foil comprising the carrier foil/siliconized surface/base foil/permanent adhesive. Thus, the 
invention is allowable based on these differences.
